Railway claims fourth-class 
parcel post mail has run the go- 
vernment in debt one billion, two 
hundred million since 1926; and 
eight hundred, ninety million in 
the last nine years. 


They say such unreasonable 
use of parcel vost is taking mon- 
ey from vrivate transportation 
firms, allowing mail order firms 
to ship at cheap rates and placing 
the cost on the taxpayers head.

Two wo- 
men placed ads last week to sell 
rugs. One rug was sold 7:30 p.m. 
the day the paper came out. The 
other was sold the same day. 
Both have had constant tele- 
phone calls from ‘News-Herald 
readers. This is concrete proof 
that you can benefit by placing 
low priced ads in the classified 
section.

Farmers may tell you that the 
price of farm products is going 
down. That may be true. But. the 
price on land the products are 
raised on is going up. The rise 
of farmland prices around: the 
state is surprising even real es- 
tate price specialists. 

This may be due to the in- 
creased land buying of non-far- 
mers. It is not believed that in- 
dustrial buying is boosting land

Regarding spray materials, it “does not seem too jong ago when 
we used Paris Green for insects on fruit trees. Then came arsenate 
of lad which is still used to some extent for codling moth, curculio, 
cherry fruit fly, etc. However doctors have told me that spray men 


sometimes have had lead poisoning and that the spray men would ~ 


earry the material in their system for a*long time. It also helps to 
sour and uncondition the soil. Most cherry growers have had yellow 
cherry leaves after harvest from arsenical injury. 

It will kill a peach tree and badly injure plums and prunes. The 
material is hard on sweet cherries. 

At Twin Lakes school much was said about poisonous spray resi- 
dues being left on fruit. Especially cherries used as fresh fruit and 
early apples sprayed for apple magot which in most. cases arsenate 
of lead was used. There is a stiff law pertaining to poisonous resi- 


dues on fruit. 


Fruit sold locally has been getting by as far as the law is con- 
cerned. For several years here at home we have used ‘‘methorychlor” 
marlate to spray our cow with and kill the flies on her and on the 
stable walls. Unlike DDT we could also use it on our garden veget- 


ables with safety. 


As marlate also kills leaf hoppers on plums as well as curculin 
and other insects, it is recommended for cherry fruit fly and curceulio 


on red tart Montmorency cherries, and any place on apples where 


DDT and arsenate of lead were formerly used. Marlate is harmless 
to man or trees, leaves no residue, and kills the insects,

The club program is a long range 
cne with the girl making a head 
searf and simple dress, apron, or 
skirt in her first year of work, 
and then continues to do more 
difficult sewing until she. reaches 
her 21st birthday. In the latter 
years the member makes a whole 
outfit in the project known as 
Complete Costume.

clothing members learn ‘to select 
styles becoming to them and 
learn to work with patterns and 
a variety of materials. Expense 
of the proqect is borne by the 
member which may be as little as 
50 cents for the first year mem- 
ber and $20 for the advanced 
member.
